But what fhall we ice then, if, upon Ex- 
amiring the Affize of Bread pushQt in 
London, and the Afhze cf Bread publifb’d 
in Weslminfler the very lait Week, bosh she 
Price of Corn, and the Time being sbe fame, 
the fir by che Trelve-jeny Louf, the laft 
by the Aif-pect lz thould appear 
that the Half-peck Affize, gives tke Poor sbe 
Advantage—— It this be fo, there muft 
bea Fraud or a Fault fome wheres either 
the Magiftrates of the City of WeSminfler 
have cheated the Bakers, or fome Body ia 
London, has given leave to the City Bakers 
to Cheatthe Poors and ‘tis not one Fare 
thing éffferente to me where it lies; let us

Where this Error fies, I tha not under- 
take todetermine; Pounds, Ounces, Drams, 
&c. in Weight, are the fame in London as 
ja Wellmin{ter, I think the Money does not 
differ Wheaten Bread, in the Senfe 
ot theLaw, cannos differ; nor is the Wellmin- 
fler Bread ccarfer ti anthat in London ; for 
even ot Wheaten Bread, the Juices in 
Weftminfter have been fu exa@, chat if it 
be not the beft, they have made the Diffe- 
fence yet greatesa,y by keeping up the 
Weighs, and lowring the Price 2d. jn a 
Peck, as follows,

Pray then what is the Meaning of the 
Word ACCORDING TO? This According 
fo, in our Language, does never mean 
Literally and Numerically the fame, but 
AGREEING WITH; [I am afham’d to 
think, any Gentlemen who have the Ch2s 
rafters this A& mentions, and to whom 
fuch Power is given, as is by rhis AB, thould 
need that any fuch Explication fhould be 
made.to them; withour doubt the AP fup- 
pos’d all our Magiftrates to be what all our 
Magiftrates oughs to be, and what I would 
be glad to hope shey are,’ and fhoutd be 
vory.forry if tbey are nor, T mean Men of 
Senfe, as well as Men of Honefty 
For certainly this Law has put the Prc- 
perties of the’Subjedt, as well the Baker, as 
the Buyer of Bread, more abfolutely in the 
Power of. the Magiftrate, than has often 
been done; and this leads me to the Come 
plaint I made befor, viz. That there 
feems to be this Haic:hip upon the Baker 
in the AG, -that it-nay aot ia fome re(pea 
Be peffible.for him to avoid the Offence. 
Nog the leaft R: om is aflow’d for Acci- 


* dents, -not-the leaft Abatement of Circum- 


ftances, 
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frances, no Allowance for the Stalenels of 
Breadau——A Dram Weight wanting, be 
the Bread New or three Days Stale, hard 
bak’d or fof:, ’cis the fame thing 3 a Dram 
weight wanting, Entitles the Informer to 
the Penalty, and leaves the Baker ac 
Mercy. 

Tconfefs, it feemsto me to have been 
a little differing fom the ufual Way of 
Aé&s of Parliament, and which I doubt noc 
will be hereafcer Regulated Had 
the Buyer been oblig’d to fee his l'read 
weigh’d atthe Bakers Shop, or the Bakers, 
who carry their Bread our, been oblig’d to 
carry Scales with them, and to Weigh 
their Bread, and upon all deficiency to bave 
Jesveso make it up, either in Bread, or by 
Abatement of Price——— Then ithad been 
but jaft, if che Baker had fold lef; Weight 
than was due, to puxifh bin feverely ——— 
Buttofetch a Loaf hot out of the Oven, 
gake i¢ home, keep it two Days, or neac 
three, and then come and lay it is not 
Weight——— When at the fame time, if 
it realy was Weight frem the Oven, it 
may lofe, or if it was noc Waight from the 
Oven, the Baker could not poffibly avoid 
it, aad if demanded atthe time of Buying, 
might have made it up 3 this I fayisahard- 
fhip, may foon put an end tothe Crade 
ot a Baker, and we may have Ovens enough 
ro Lett, in afew Months; But I doubt not 
fome Medium may be foand out, to recon- 
cile this, and all other Inconveniencies of 
this kind, ia another Parliament. 

Mean Time, I fee nothing ia al the diffi- 
culties before us, and that have occafion’d 
fo much Clamour, if the Magiftrates will 
but ofe the Authority they have, to lec the 
Bakers make fuch fize of Bread, as the 


Peeple defire, have been ufed to, under- 


ftand, and as really are moft,to che Ad- 
vantage of cheic Families If this 
may noe@e had, we maft have Patience 
ci anothers Pasliament, whea the fame 


Authority that has made this 
better explain je.
